Forest Fires 
In May 


OTTAWA — There were 2229 for¬ 
est fires throughout Canada dur¬ 
ing the month of May, which dam¬ 
aged some 1,151,000 acres of wood¬ 
lands, according to estimates com¬ 
piled by the Department of Forest¬ 
ry and Rural Development. 

By comparison in May, 1967, — 
there were 1323 fires which damag¬ 
ed 105,000 acres of forest. 

During the current forest fire 
season, as of May 31, there had 
been an estimated 2994 fires dam¬ 
aging approximately 1,204,000 acres 
During the same period last year 
there were 1514 fires which dam¬ 
aged 106,000 acres.

If they are in fact one and the 
same person, how far-sighted has 
Mr. Ferrill been in his attempted 
exploitation of our outdoor herit¬ 
age? 

Mr. Ferrill still has plans in the 
Canadian North. Recently he en- 
tertairftd Texas and Louisiana out¬ 
door columnists along with one 
from Alberta on an air tour and 
fishing trip, including points in 
Saskatchewan and the Northwest 
Territories. The write-ups by some 
of the columnists published in the 
south, describe exceptional fishing 
and praises Altex for discovering 
Canada’s northland. 

To Texans paid hunting is the 
regular thing as there is little or 
no hunting on public land. They do 
not understand our objection to 
leasing public land for private ex¬ 
ploitation of our wildlife resources. 
This is a valuable heritage, that 
must, be safeguarded and safeguard 
it we must. 

We strongly applaud the stand of 
the Hon. H. A. Ruste and are pleas¬ 
ed Alberta has now set a precedent 
to follow. Our association beliefs 
in this precedent and will do all Ijn 
its power to insure that this prece¬ 
dent is never violated. 


The Future 
Of Altex 

The Minister of Lands and For¬ 
ests, the Hon. H. A. Ruste, has 
released a statement that does 
much to allay our fears, that Al¬ 
tex was going to be allowed to 
lease large tracts of land in Alberta 
with hunting and fishing rights. 

Altex had applied for such leases 
and had not been refused when 
the Alberta Fish and Game felt 
it necessary Co make the story 
public. 

Many interested individuals and 
groups responded as we did in 
shocked disbelief that such requests 
were even being considered. How¬ 
ever, the minister replied prompt¬ 
ly and has stated clearly that leas¬ 
es for other than on a very con¬ 
trolled basis are not being consid¬ 
ered. “Only minimal amounts of 
land necessary for construction of 
a lodge or similar buildings will 
be made available to any concern. 
Where commercial development is 
allowed, for example a hunting 
lodge, public access to all desir¬ 
able area* will be preserved.” 

These are the statements we 
hoped for from the minister and 
we commend him for his outlook 
and attitude in this regard. 

The minister has also stated that 
the claims of Altex are false, when 
they claim leaseholdings in Alberta. 
However an employee of the Al¬ 
berta government was in Texas in 
company with the president of Al¬ 
tex when the lease claims were 
made. Had the Department of In¬ 
dustry and Development no know¬ 
ledge of this situation? 

The government still plans de¬ 
velopment of the tourist industry 
in the north with hunting and fish¬ 
ing as the drawing card. To this 
there can be no objection as the 
economy of many northern areas 
could use a boost. Areas could be 
surveyed to ensure that fish and 
wildlife are abundant and that such 
operations are economically feas¬ 
ible. People native to the area 
could then be encouraged to apply 
for such leases and if necessary 
be trained and given assistance in 
getting started. This would be a 
sensible approach that would do 
much to alleviate employment 
problems in these marginal areas, 

The president of Altex, Mf. L. 
R. Ferrill is annoyed with the care¬ 
ful approach taken by the Depart 
ment of Lands and Forests Wild 
life division. Mr. Ferrill has al¬ 
ready been quoted as stating he 
plans to approach leader* of Nat¬ 
ive Indian Communities and the 
holders of Hudson Bay leases in an 
attempt to gain a fooothold in Al¬ 
berta for Altex. On checking the

Keeping The Record 
Straight 

From time to time some “ex¬ 
pert” makes the news with an 
announcement on the good and 
bad forest fires. Digging deeply 
into his profound knowledge on 
ecology he repeats a well known 
physical fact that dense forest 
growth is not conducive to other 
forms of life and that a primate 
forest results in a biological desert. 

Using this background he pro¬ 
motes the suggestion that all for¬ 
est fires may not be bad and even 
hints that some are beneficial. He 
quotes from reports and files on 
“controlled burning” as proof that 
a wide campaign to secure public 
co-operation in preventing all for¬ 
est fires may be a case of over¬ 
emphasis, even a bit short-sighted 
to put it mildly. He smuggly over¬ 
looks completely that in working to 
secure public co-operation in the 
prevention of forest fires, there is 
no such thing as a good fire. To 
try and differentiate would be fatal. 

Controlled burning is only done 
by experts, under safeguards and 
for specific reasons. With 80% of 
all forest fires still caused by care¬ 
less people, and with their elimina¬ 
tion depending on the public care, 
those who confuse the issue are do¬ 
ing forestry and the work of con¬ 
servation poor service. The aver¬ 
age citizen, increasingly depend¬ 
ent on the forest for his way of 
life, economically and socially, has 
a growing personal responsibility in 
looking after this outdoor heritage. 
He can act as a good citizen when 
using our forest areas for work or 
play, by always being careful with 
fire and by not being a litterbug. 
In a nutshell keeping our forests 
green and clean. At present our 
wilderness areas in the West en¬ 
joy a well balanced environment, 
ecologically speaking. Let’s leave 
“controlled burning” to forestry 
experts, who also have the re¬ 
sponsibility for the management 
and protection of our publicly own¬ 
ed forest wealth. 

Because he advocates the pre¬ 
vention of all forest fires “Smokey 
the Bear” was recently called a 
“fink”. The standard meaning of 
this slang expression is a strike¬ 
breaker, a labor spy, an informer, 
a stool pidgeon. How this unthink¬ 
ing approach applies to Smokey is 
as obscure as the connection be¬ 
tween wild forets fires and con¬ 
trolled burning. It also states that 
a fink could be thoroughly unat¬ 
tractive person and in this cate¬ 
gory, I am sure, Smokey would 
place his detractors.

ulcers. 

Stress, worry, fatigue, poor eat¬ 
ing habits and the other known 
causes are certainly contributing 
factors in the development of an 
ulcer. The Canadian Medical As¬ 


sociation says, the key factor, how¬ 
ever, is usually an excessive 
amount of hydrochloric acid in the 
stomach. This produces the symp¬ 
tom of pain, heartburn, nausea 
and vomiting. Many people experi¬ 
ence these symptoms without hav¬ 


ing an ulcer. The excess of hydro¬ 
chloric acid in the stomach may 
only be producing inflammation. 

The ulcer is a small hole in the 
lining of the stomach, or more of¬ 
ten in the lining of duodenum, — 
which is that portion of the small 
intestine that follows directly after 
the stomach.

The doctors will give 
advice regarding proper diet and 
drugs for treatment. Ulcers should 
not be neglected, even if the dis¬ 
comfort is small, because of the 
dangers of hemorrhage and perfor¬ 
ation.

A normal child can walk per¬ 
fectly without shoes, says The Ca¬ 
nadian Medical Association. In 
many parts of the world this Is 
normal practice. However, in Can¬ 
ada, with concrete walks, steps and 
paved road, not to mention snow, 
some protection for the foot is 1 
necessary. Therefore we have 
shoes. 

Children’s shoes should be de¬ 
signed for protection of the foot 
from hard and irregular surfaces. 
They should be comfortable and 
allow for normal growth. Any shoe 
that does not fulfill these require¬ 
ments is bad for the child’s foot, 
regardless of the price tag. 

Chilldren do not need shoes for 
the first 10 to 12 months of life, 
until they can stand. They do not 
need shoes while playing on the 
lawn or in the sand during warm 
weather. It’s good for them to run 
bare-foot. 

Frivolous shoe designs such as 
pointed shoes are bad for child¬ 
ren’s feet because they interfere 
with normal growth, and compress 
the bones of the foot into abnormal 
positions during important periods 
of growth and development. These 
shoes should be avoided regardless 
of the pressures to conform with 
fashions. The addition of wedges 
and lifts to children’s shoes should 
be considered only on the advice 
of a physician to correct specific 
conditions — not for cosmetic pur-

Brighten up your home by using 
aerosol spray; the easiest and fast¬ 
est way to help keep your house 
spotless. 

Aerosols are self-contained prod¬ 
ucts in which the propellent force 
is a liquified gas under pressure, 
which pushes the product out of 
the can in a fine spray when the 
button is pushed to release some 
of this pressurized gas. This gas, 
in most cases, is what is known as 
“Freon” or fluorocarbon propel¬ 
lant. 

By using aerosols to clean a va¬ 
riety of things — anywhere from 
baseboards to porcelain and wind¬ 
ows — you can eliminate pails of 
water, repeated rinsings and clean¬ 
ing of wash rags. It also means 
that the homemaker can keep her 
hands out of hot water and strong 
cleansers. 

Aerosols are not only handy 
cleaners but just with a few squirts 
you can moth proof clothing, as 
well as water proof it. Aerosols 
also provide for easy use of metal 
cleaners, lubricants, anti-rust and 
anti-odor sprays. 

Be a whizz at interior decorating 
by using aerosol packaged paints 
to do small jobs like shelves, furni¬ 
ture, picture frames and decora¬ 
tions without fuss, bather and brush 
marks. Remember these points are 
not intended for large areas. 

Aerosols can be dangerous just 
as other cleaners are. Read the 
labels and use as directed. Do not 
store the cans in a warm place or 
in the hot sun as they might ex¬ 
plode. This is especially important 
to remember during the summer 
months when we use the popular 
spray insect repellents and tanning 
oils which now come in aerosol 
containers and which could easily 
be left exposed to the sun, particu¬ 
larly in the car. Never throw them 
in an incinerator or fire, and most 
important — keep them out of the 
reach of children. 

Another note of interest to the 
homemaker is that milk is now be¬ 
ing successfully packaged in poly¬ 
ethylene bags. With this system, 
the milk comes in a flexible pouch 
made of plastic film. Each pouch 
contains one quart and normally 
two or more pouches are sold as 
a unit in a larger plastic bag. This 
is inexpensive packaging and it 
means a saving to the consumer 
as well as the elimination of brok¬ 
en glass and bottle washing.

Expansion Plans 
For University 
Of Alberta 

Alberta Minister of Public Works, 
the Hon. F. C. Colborne, has of¬ 
ficially announced the preliminary 
plans to facilitate expansion at the 
University of Alberta over the next 
15 years. The over-all design con¬ 
cept involves a long range develop¬ 
ment plan in Edmonton’s North 
Garneau district. The area com¬ 
prises some 40 acres of land ad¬ 
jacent to and immediately east of 
the present campus. 

The plan provides for three inde¬ 
pendent building progroms to ac¬ 
commodate academic facilities, 
housing and parking. The first 
stage of construction will be a new 
law building. Work on this struct¬ 
ure is expected to begin in early 
1969, and the cost of construction 
is an estimated $3.5 million. 

Other academic facilities in the 
expansion program include build¬ 
ings for agriculture, business ad¬ 
ministration and commerce, hu¬ 
manities and social science lib¬ 
rary and fine arts. The residential 
phase of development will ulti¬ 
mately provide accommodation for 
2500 students. 

Close to 80 per cent of the land 
for university expansion in the 
North Garneau district has already 
been acquired for development. 

The cost of total land acquisition 
with some 66 properties still to be 
included, amounts to approximately 
$6 million. 

With the unveiling of the long- 
range development plan by the De¬ 
partment of Public Works, the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta Campus Plan¬ 
ning committee will now have at 
their disposal a basic design con¬ 
cept outlining specific areas for 
academic, residential and parking 
facilities. The plan is based strict¬ 
ly on projected figures of growth 
at the university, and provides a 
method of organization with guid¬ 
ing principles, rather than detailed 
and specific plans for future build¬ 
ings. 

During the past 10 years the Uni¬ 
versity of jAlberta has maintained 
a rate of growth of about 12 per 
cent annually. If growth continues 
at this rate, the University is ex¬ 
pected to reach an enrolment of 
21,500 full time students during the 
1972-73 acadefiiic year.
